London, Oct. 14.— Zeppelin airships 
have m ade another raid over London, 
dropping bombs. 
E ight persons arc 
said to have been killed and about 
thirty-four injured. The m aterial dam ­ 
age done is said to have been small. 
The home office made the following 
report on the raid: 
“A Zeppelin raid was made over a 
portion of the London area, when a 
certain num ber of incendiary and ex­ 
plosive bombs were dropped. 
The m a­ 
terial dam age done was small. 
A few 
fires resulted, but they were quickly 
put out by the fire brigade. 
The ad­ 
miralty will issue a statem ent when 
particulars are available. 
"At present it 
isonly possible to 
say th a t no public buildings were in­ 
jured and that the casualties so far 
reported num ber two women and six 
men killed and about thirty-four in­ 
jured. 
W ith the exception of a sol­ 
dier killed, all these were civilans. 


Laris, Oct. 14.— Private advices are 
to the effect that a Bulgarian division 
was alm ost annihilated in a fierce bat­ 
tle near Kraguyevatz, Servia, says a 
dispatch to the Havas agency from 
Bucharest, dated Tuesday and delayed 
in transm ission. 


Athens, Oct. 14.—T he Greek reply 
to S ervia’s representations that the 
Bulgarian attack on Servia com pletes 
the 
act of aggression 
contem plated 
under the treaty of alliance between 
G reece and Servia, and asking if the 
Greek arm y is ready to enter action 
against Bulgaria, has been delivered. 
Beginning with the declaration th a t 
"the royal governm ent greatly regrets 
th a t it is unable to accede to Ser- 
via's request," the reply explains that 
the alliance of 1911, while foreseeing 
Bulgarian aggression, was limited to 
preserving an equilibrium am ong the 
Balkan skates. 


Affects Balkans Only. 


"T he pream ble of the treaty,” tho 
reply continues, "defines It as of pure­ 
ly Balkan character, not applying to a 
general conflagration. Both the treaty 
of alliance and the m ilitary conven­ 
tion com pleting it prove in the first 
article th at the contracting parties 
contem plated only isolated attacks by 
Bulgaria against one of them. 
The note minutely argues that the 
treaty does not cover the situation 
which has arisen today—a situation in 
which “Greece might destroy herself 
without hope of saving Servia. which 
cannot wish such a result.” 
It is added that "common interests 
dem and that the Greek forces still be 
kept in reserve for a better use later." 
The note concludes with the declara­ 
tion th a t Greece intends to remain an 
arm ed 
neutral and "assures 
Servia 
th at Greece will continue to give her 
every 
assistance 
and facility 
com- 
patibfe with Greece’* exclusively in­ 
ternational position.”

Voice* From W ireless Tow er at A rlin g ­ 
ton, Va., Heard Distinctly at Pearl 


Harbor, H aw aii— W ill Be Great Boon 


For the Small Vessels That Cannot 
Afford W ireless Outfits. 


Navy officials are enthusiastic over 
exiK'riments resulting for the first time 
in long distance wireless telephone 
communication. 
By this menus the hu­ 
man voice bus been successfully trans­ 
mitted from the Arlington wireless 
plant to Pearl Harbor. Hawaii, a dis­ 
tance of 4.IKM> miles. 
This achievement, together with the 
successful operation of a device for au­ 
tomatically transferring to the radio 
telephone conversations originating on 
metallic circuits, was accomplished a ft­ 
er extended tests conducted by direc­ 
tion of Captain William ll. G. Bullard, 
chief of tile navy’s radio service, in co­ 
operation 
with 
the 
American 
Tele­ 
phone aud Telegraph com|Niny and the 
W estern Electric company. 
From the United States navy's radio 
tower at Arlington, Va., John Mills, an 
electrical engineer, sent his voice w est­ 
ward through the air over an ordinary 
telephone instrum ent connected with a 
powerful wireless telegraph apparatus. 
At the naval station at Pearl Harbor, 
near Honolulu, H aw aii, which is 4,fido 
miles away iii a straight line, Lloyd 
Espenschled. another engineer Iii the 
service of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company, was waiting with 
receivers at his ears for the m essage 
that was to come through (tie et ber­ 
tin* m essage which was to be started. 
at least, from Arlington in the hope 
that It might reach tile little Island far 
out in the Pacific. 
It did. 
The fondest hopes of the hundreds of 
scientific experimenters in tin? compa­ 
ny's service had l*ocn realized. 
Kspcnschied had heard Mills count­ 
ing, “One, two, three, four,” and then 
from one to seven sud from one to 
nine and had re|»orted back in his ca 
hlegrnm the exact numls»rs which his 
colleagues across the earth had given 
Ulm us tests. 
He had heard Mills 
s|K.*ak several sentences, which he (E*- 
peiischled) copied down and sent back 
in his cable m essage to prove that tho 
other engineer’s voice actually 
had 
reached him. 
Duly the day liefore the world stood 
astounded at the news that President 
Vail of the American Telegraph and 
Telephone 
company 
had 
talked 
by 
w ireless to San Francisco—about 2.500 
miles iii nu air line— to John J, Carty, 
his chief engineer. 
Yet the luter talk eom|*sssed a dis 
ta nee almost twice as great. 
A voice 
had sited through the air for Hearty 
5,000 miles. 
When Mr. Vail and the 
other officers of the compony and their 
scientists got the glad tidings they 
{stinted (tut happily this vista of the 
near future: 
Wireless telephone conversation i*» 
tw’cen New York and Loudon. New 
York aud Paris. Bertin, Vienna, Mod?id 
—even Petrogmd! 
Had the engineer In H awaii Iteen 
equipped 
with a sending apparatus 
| such as the one at Arlington, he could 
I have made immediate vocal reply to 
J his colleague. 
But, as w as also the 
I case iii the San Francisco test, tin* sta­ 
tion at Pearl H urler w as equipped only 
with a receiving "set.” 
When the next 
long distance tests arc made each sta­ 
tion will have sending aud receiving 
apparatus, so that a complete con versa 
I Hon may lie had. 


Problem of Static Interference. 
One of the big problems yet to tie 
I solved in connection with w ireless te­ 
lephony is static Interference, according 
to J. J. Carty, chief engineer of the 
American Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 
company. 
“As an extension of tile regular wire 
system ,” Mr. Carty said. “the field for 
the wireless telephone is restricted. At 
certain times of the year, particularly 
In the summer, static conditions will 
make Its use uncertain. Static Interfer 
cace is something we know very little 
ibout and la one of the big problems 
yet to be solved. 
We are going aft­ 
er It. 
"The number of calls that can be 
handled sim ultaneously on the wireless 
telephone is limited, but for emergen 
cy use on long distances It will Im- In 
valuable, and for use In limited areas 
It should prove a great boon. 
It will 
tie jmrisible, for instance, for fishing 
smacks and other small boat*, unable 
to afford a wireless operator, to carry 
a wireless telephone and U* In I tamed i 
ate communication with tin* shore and 
each other “

Minnesota’* 
■tate institutions is $15,088,967.72. 
The average population is 9,580. 
'i’he average num ber of employes is 
J,542. 
Average num ber of inm ates to 
each em ploye is 6.2 and average Near­ 
ly wage per employe is $562.47. 
The net cost of m aintenance and oi»- 
•ratio n of institutions yearly is $1,675,- 
119.84; net cost per inm ate $174.63. 
The valuation of farm ami garden 
property is $225,785.81 with a protit to 
the state In 1914 of $99,724.61. 
The lowest average cost per inmate 
is in the prison at Stillw ater. 
To tim 
credit of tile 1,000 or more inmates 
making up the prison population, the 
m anufacture of 21,855,415 pounds of 
binding twine and $474,293,50 worth 
of farm m achinery was placed, and 
tim hank account of the institution 
credited with a net profit of $250,852.20 
from the two industries. 
In addition 
there was paid to the inm ates for labor 
in I J*14 $75,000.00, which went largely 
to tile support of their families. 
As the largest state Institution of its 
kind in the country 
given over a line 
ut industries peculiar to the agricul­ 
tural in terests of Minnesota 
the Still­ 
w ater prison and its policies are un­ 
ique in many ways. 
No private con­ 
cern strives harder for a profit, none 
apportions that 
profit with greater 
concern for those to he benefited, and 
none certainly com bines in the two a 
(letter method of thrift, and uplift for 
those employed. 


FORESIGHT OF HER PIONEERS 


Btory of Minnesota Public Lands it 
Rebuke to States That Squan­ 
dered Valuable Grant*. 


T h e wisdom of the 
founders 
of 
Minnesota 
is 
beyond 
question, 
for 
as the result of their forethought and 
tile good Judgment of such men as 
Alexander Ramsey and other early 
lawm akers, our state stan d s out a n i 
ahead of any other fn the Union in 
Its provisions for tho schools and oth­ 
er public institutions of the state 
Ho 
prominent is this contrast that 
the 
Youth’s Companion, known through­ 
out the 
world 
for its 
conservative 
statem en ts and reliability, says: 
"Most of the states to which the 
national governm ent lias made large 
grants of land find little satisfaction 
in telling how they have disposed of 
it. 
To this rule M innesota is a no­ 
table exception, and the story of its 
public lands is both a rebuke to other 
states th at have squandered t Ive lr val­ 
uable g ran ts and a 
lesson 
to 
the 
states 
that 
still 
h ave 
natural 
re­ 
sources worth preserving. 
“While o th er states 
were selling 
their public lands for a dollar or so 
an acre and using the money for cu r­ 
rent expenses. Minnesota wus selling 
the land itself for agricultural pur­ 
poses for $5 an acre; it put tho total 
proceeds into a perm anent fund for 
the benefit of its schools a n i of its 
charitable and penal institutions. The 
fund now am ounts to $34,000,000 and 
gives M innesota a larger school fund 
than that of any o ther state in 
the 
Union 
Pour neighboring stntes, to 
which tile national governm ent was 
not less generous in allotting public 
lands, have alt together funds of only 
$16,000,000. 
"Moreover, 
M innesota 
still 
own* 
2,500,000 acres, mainly In the tim ber 
district, and from the sale of the tim ­ 
ber and of tile land to the settler* 
the stute will double its present per­ 
m anent fund lief ore many years have 
passed. 
More 
Im portant 
still, 
it 
owns 40,000 seres of laud in which 
there are rich deposits of iron. 
The 
■tate has leased the iron ore land for 
long periods at advantageous term*. 
The land has already yielded $3,000,- 
000, and under the present contract* 
it will yield about $150,000,000 in the 
next generation. 
Thus, by 1950, Min­ 
nesota expects to have a perm anent 
fund of fully $200,000,000, which will 
yield at 4 per cent. $8,000,000 a year 
for its schools and other public in­ 
stitutions 
“The care of this fund is an impor­ 
tant part of the business of th e state 
government, 
which acts 
in the ca­ 
pacity of trustee. 
Of th e 
present 
fund of $34,000,000 about $7,000,000 it 
invested in the bonds of other states, 
$15,000,000 has been lent to comities, 
cities and tow nships within the state,, 
ami the rest, draw ing interest at 4 
per cent, is in contracts of sale for 
farm ing lands. 
"M innesota deserves the heartiest 
congratulations of the o th e r 
states 
for the far sighted wisdom of its early 
lawm akers, and for the fidelity with 
which its officials of later years have 
guarded their trust. 
Such a splendid 
record of efficiency and honesty giver 
new heart to those who are working 
for th e w elfare of states that 
have 
been less thrifty.”
